Longview, Tex., May 22.—The culmi- 
nation of a man hunt which has been 
in progress since last Saturday was 
reached today when Dudley Morgan, 
colored, who assaulted Mrs. McKee, wife 
of -a Texas and Pacific foreman. at 
Lansing, Tex., was burned at the stake. 
When it was learned that the negro 
had been captured and was being taken 
to “Lansing for identification, the ex- 
citement of the people knew no bounds. 

By 11 o'clock this morning” great 
throngs had gathered at the Lansing 
switch, and, looking over the ground, 
decided to make arrangements to burn 
the negro about a 4uarter of a mile 
away on the line of a county road. A 
better place could not have been select- 
ed for the convenience of the immense 
crowd which witnssd the burning, for it 
was an open piace, smooth and covered 
with grass, Riedged in with high trees, 
making an opening about 200 yards wide 
and 300 yards long. The trees. were liter- 
ally Mned with people an hour before 
the negro arrived. 

Just before 11 o'clock the train bring- 
ing. the negro and ‘his captors near 
where he was captured arrived in Mar- 
shall and was met there by a great 
Mharong of people. 

Negro identified by Victim. 

Many more boarded the train at Hall- 
ville, and when it arrived at Lansing 
every available place on it was occupied. 
Waiting at Lansing was another large 
crowd from Longview and the surround- 
ing country. 

The negro wes not taken from the 
train on the side which the crowd ex- 
pected him to be, and when the engineer 
started to pull out several winchesters 
were leveled at him and others of the 
train crew. They were told if they mov- 
ed the train an inch jhey would all be 
killed. The mistake was soon detected, 
and the train moved away. Tbe pris- 
oner was taken to the section house, 
which stands close to the track, and 
identified by Mrs. McKee and several 
negroes who worked on the section with 
Morgan. Mrs. McKee told them they 
had the right man, and the negro was 
escorted by about two hundred men, 
armed with winchesters, to the place of 
execution. As he was chained to the 
stake he said he desired to make a state- 
ment. The crowd surged around him, 
and those in charge tried in vain to 
make them stand back and keep quiet 
while ‘the negro talked. The negro made 
a statement in which he implicated an- 
other negro named Franklin Heard, 
saying he (Heard) was to get part of 
the money which was to be stolen. 

His Eyes Burned Out. 

Morgan confessed to having committed 
the crime, and after being securely 
chained to the stake or rail, ‘with his 
hands and legs free, the members of the 
mob began to take ties from a fire al- 
ready started and burn out his eyes. They 
then held the red hot and burning tim- 
bers to his neck, and, after burning his 
clothes off, to other parts of his body. 
The negro screamed in agony. He was 
tortured in a siow and painful manner, 
with the crowd clamoring continuously 
for a slow death, and the negro, writhing 
and groaning, begged piteously to be 
shot. 

Mrs. McKee was brought to the scene 
{n a carriage, accompanied by four other 
women, and an effort was made to get 
the carriage close enough for her to see 
the negro: The crowd was so dense, how- 
ever, that it was impossible. 

Persons~held each other on their shoul- 
Gers, taking turn about looking at the 
awful sight. The negro’s head finally 
dropped and the ties were piled around 
and over him. In half an hour only the 
trunk of the negro remained. As soon 
as the heat would permit, the crowd with 
long sticks began a grewsome search 
for relics. Parts of his skull and body 
were gathered up by some and carried 
away. As the fire died down the crowd 
took the two men who first caught the 
negro and held them up over their heads, 
while they held their winchesters in 
their hands and were photograpged. 

From the time the first match was ap- 
plied to the negro’s body until the dying 
embers alone were left, the cpowd yelled 
and cheered for the men who had chased 
the negro. 

Husband Applied Match. 

Gection Foreman McKee, hysband of the 
woman assaulted, applied the match to 
the faggots. Many women were present 
from the surrounding country, hut owing 
¢o the great crush they had very little 
opportunity to see the negro unti) the 
heat forced the crowd to widen the cir- 
cle and the flames leaped over him. 

The railroads brought crowds of people 
to Longview Junction, where they 
boarded the Texas and Pacific 
fast train, which does not ordi- 
narily stop at Lansing.

No 
detaile of the purchase are known here, 
but the positive announcement that the 
deal has been made comes from an official 
who is in a position to know. 

The Atlantic, Valdosta and Western has 
155 miles 4f road. The main line extends 
from Jacksonville to Valdosta, 110 miles, 


and branches and spurs make up the rest 
of the mileage. The compafty owns val- 
uable terminals at Jacksonville, and it is 
$aid that these terminals are what tempt- 
ed the Southern. 

When President Spencer passed through 
Savannah on his way to Jacksonville last 
Sunday he said that his purpose in going 
to that city was the arrangement of the 
Soufftiern’s trackage rights over the Plant 
system when that line has been consoli- 
dated with the Atlantic Coast Line. That 
has been done, but there was a further 
purpose in his trip, and that was to see 
the execntive officers of .-: Atlantic, Val- 
dosta and Western and arrange terms for 
the purchase of that line. The executive 
officers of, the Atlantic, Valdosta and 
Western are as follows: Walton Fergu- 
gon, New York, president; G. S. Baxter 
New York, chairman executive commit- 
tee; E. C. Long. Jacksonville, vice pres- 
ident: Walter Ferguson, Jr., New York, 
treasurer. 

The road connects at Valdosta with the 
Georgia Southern and Florida, a line that 
has been controlled Sy the Southern rafl- 
way for some years. There has been a 
rumor for some time that the Southern 
owned or was interested In the Atlantic, 
Valdosta and Western. Its purchase of 
the least named may be followed t-vy the 
establishment of a service to Jackscnville 
via the Georgia Southern and Florida. 

Bonds for Monon Purchase. 

New York, May 22.—The 4 per cent bonds 
which the Southern railway and the 
Louisville and Nashville road are to issue 
in payment of their Monon purchase will 
be a joint Mability on both roads.

Report on Revision Adopted by 
the Northern Presbyterians 


Proposed Changes Will Now Go to 
Presbyteries for Ratification. 
Dr. Minton on the Pope. 
Revision Makes One 
Delegate Weep. 


New York, May 22.—The general assem- 
bly of the Presbyterian chureh today 
adopted the report of the committee on 


a 


creed revision, making changes in the 
confession of faith. This action, which 
was practically unanimous, was taken 
with little or mo debate. The changes 
proposed will now go to the various pres- 
byteries for ratification. When the re- 
port was presented last Friday a motion 
for its adoption was made at once, but 
the vote was deferred until today. As 
was to be expected, the prospect of an 
interesting debate on creed revision at- 
tracted a crowd which filled the gal-. 
leries solidly, and when the doors of the 
ground floor were opened all the seats 
not reserved for commissioners were oc- 
cupied at once. 

Pr. Henry C. Minton, chairman of the 
revision committee, spoke for the report. 

“The misapprehension as to the confes- 
sion,’’ said Dr. Minton, ‘thas come from 
two causes. First, the unguarded state. 
ments in the confession itself, and, sec- 
ond, unwarranted inferences from the 
confession. In the first cases verbal 
CHanges were the remedy. In the second, 


4 
declaratory statements were necessary.”’ 


Dr. Minton then took up the vartous 
points on which the committee had been 


fskef to pass. 
Regarding Pope of Rome. 


“Regarding the pope of Rome,” he said, 
“the confession distinctly says the pope 
is the anti-Christ and the son of perdi- 
tion. Now, if that was,true, and if we 
want to say it, let it stand. If not true, 
or if true and we do not wish to say it, 
take it out. 

“Tl may believe that the. pope is anti- 
Christ on general principles. I am quite 
willing to declare in the face of the vat- 
ican op the whole world, for that matter, 
that the pope, using the crown rights of 
Jesue Christ, is anti-Christ and the son 
of perdition. The committee followed the 
only proper course to pursue, by broaden- 
ing the statement.” 

Dr. Minton resented the aecusation 
brought that the Presbyterian church be- 
lieved in infant damnation. 

“The critics and enemies of the Presby- 
terian church have rolled it under their 
tongues as a sweet morse! that we believe 
in infant damnetion. We resent the ac- 
cusation that this chapter contemplates 
any such interpretation.” 

Dr. Minton was loudly applauded when 
he closed. 

Rev. Dr. R. Russell Booth, of this city, 
who has been known 48 a strong anti- 
revisionist, asked the assembly to adopt 
unanimously and at once the report. 


Revision Makes Him Weep. 


Rev. Fleming G. Railen, of Kissimmee, 
Fla., opposed revision. “I am agafnst 
the adoption of the report,” he said. “I 
have never found any difficulty with the 
ol@ standards. They have lighted the 
way for me and mine across the river, 
all the: way. I feel that this revision fs 
but the entering wedge, and how far it 
will go no one can tell."’

New York, May 22.—The executive com- 
mittee of Tammany hall, composed of the 
assembly district leaders, met today and 
adopted two resolutions offered by Alder- 
man T. P. Sulifvan.. The first resolution 
advised the general committee of Tam- 
many hall to abolish the finance commit- 
tee. This was adopted unanimously. 


The second resolution suggested the ap- 


pointment of a subcommittee of three, 
to consist of Charles F. Murphy, Daniel

MACHINISTS ARE ENJOINED. 


Illinois Appellate Court Has Sus- 
tained Judge Chetlain. 


Chicago, 
has affirmed the injunction gratned by 
Judge Chetlain in January’ restraining 
the members of the International Asso- 
clation of Machinists from in any man- 
ner unlawfully hindering, obstructing or 
interfering with the business of a ma- 
chinery manufacturer.

In Those Words Venerable Sen 
alor Hoar Sums Up the 
Philippine Situation, 


MOST WICKED CHAPTER 
IN AMERICAN HISTORY 


Responsibility for All the Horrors 
Placed on the Administration. 
Wave of Applause Sweeps 
the Senate When Mr. 

Hoar Concludes.

Washington, May 22.—(Spectal.)—One of 
the most notable speeches which the sen- 
ate has heard in recent years—one of the 
most notable, indeed, in the history of 
that august body—was delivered today 
by Senator Hoar, of Massachusetts. It 
was a speech pitched upon the highest 
possible plane, a speech which must ap- 
peal to all of the best instincts, a speech 
calculated to touch the chord of pa- 
triotism in the American heart. 

The scene was one to be remembered, 
For More than two hours the venerable 
New England statesman held the senate 
and the crowded galleries enthralled. 
Men who differed with him upon the 
great questions involved in the Philip- 
pines discussion were no less moved by 
his eloquent appeal than were those who 
agree with him. There was no denuncla- 
tion of those who do not think with him; 
there was not too much discussion of 
details. His speech was a_ clear-cut, . 


r ringing summing up of the situation as 


he sees it—logical conclusions drawn from 
admitted facts, the whole woven into a 
patriotic appeal to those in power to 
steer the ship of state in a course which 
would bring honor to the nation around 
whoge flag s0 much honor has clustered 
in the past. His peroration was one of 
the most beautiful bits of oratory that 
has ever been uttered in the American 
congress. At the conclusion of his speech 
there was stich a spontaneous outburst 
of applause and so long continued that 
the presiding officer found it difficult for 
many minutes to restore order. 

Hoar Denounces Administration. 

Wiben the venerable senator began to 
speak every senator at the capitol was 
in his seat, and for the two hours and 
a hglf his address consumed he was ac- 
corded the most careful attention, not 
only by hie colleagues on the floor, but 
also by the people in the thronged gal- 
leries. 

Mr. Hoar confined hfmself closely to 
his manuscript. He denounced the attl- 
tude of the government in the Philippines 
as one of the most wicked and fodlish 
chapters in American history. Ile urged 
that the United States should withdraw 
from the islands and permit the people 
there to erect their own government, as 
had been done in Cuba. He sharply ar- 
raigned General Funston for the methods 
he pursued in the capture of Aguinaldo, 
and intimated strongly that had the sen- 
ate been aware of the facts Funston 
might not have been confirmed in his 
recent promotion, He hoped that as the 
irrevocable step had not been taken by 
the United States, better counsel _yet 
would prevail and that this government 
would leave the Philippines.

Mr. Hoar maintained -that this coun- 


-try-is not at war. a ‘ 
‘ «you are fighting for sovereignty, he 
paid “You are fighting for the princi- 
ple of eternal dominion over that people, 
and that is the only question at issue 
tn the conflict.” 

When it had been determined to re- 
igort to force in the Philippines, he said, 
the government took upon itself the 
natural consequences of that decision. 
The result of the conflict of arms of 
such a character inevitably was that 
there would be cruelty on one side and 
retaliation by cruelty on the other, and 
the responsibility rested upon those who 
made the policy. He said that the share 
which it was proposed to give the Fill- 
pino in the proposed scheme of govern- 
ment was an admission that many of 
them were fit for self-government. The 
United States was fighting to secure a 
dependency, not a-republic; a govern- 
ment of our making, and not a govern- 
ment of the Filipinos making. 

Cuba and Philippines. 
. Discussing the testimony ‘taken by the 
Philippine committee, Mr. Hoar said it 
has contained some pregnant admis- 
gions. What vindicates that’ which has 
béen :done so far is the saving of the 
.4slands from anarchy and’ the material 
Beriefit conferred upon the, Philippine 
people. What tne fathers of the @epub- 
lic said agd our century of-glorious his- 
tory were appealed to in vain. ‘Their 
lessons fell upon the ears of men daz- 
sled by military glory and delirious with 
the lust af conquest,’’ he said. He com- 
pared the situation in Cuba with that 
in the Philippines, and demanded to 
know which was the better. 

Mr. Hoar recited a chapter of the 
history of this country, which, he said, 
showed that the present policy of the 
government was in contradiction of the 
Monroe doctrine, and it was a contra- 
diction of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence. He said that if the present way 
was followed the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence would be repealed and nothing 
would be left of the Monroe doctrine ex- 
cept the principle of brutal selfisihness. 
This government had erected a republic 
in Cuba and a despotism in the Philip- 
pines. Six hundred millions of treasure 
and 10,.0g@ American lives had been sacri- 
ficed in that endeavor. In the Philippines 
the American flag had been made the 

“emblem of sacrilege. and of the burning 
of homes and of the horror of the water 
torture. He believed that our officers 
in general were humane, “but in some 
cases they have carried on your warfare 

‘ with a mixture of American ingenuity and 
Castillian cruelty.” 

“What have your islands aost you?’ 
inquired Mr. Hoar. ‘‘For the Philippine 
islands* you have had to repeal the 
Declaration of Independence. For Cuba 
you have had to reaffirm and give it new 
luster. For the Philippine islands you 
have had to convert the Monroe doctrine 
into a doctrine of mere selfishness. For 
Cuba you have acted on it, and vindi- 
cated it. In Cuba you have the éternal 
gratitude of a free people. In the Philip- 
pine islands you have the hatred and 
sullen submission of a subjugated pedple. 
From Cuba you have brought home noth- 
ing but glory. From the Philippines you 
have brought home nothing of glory.” 

Cruelties in Islands. 

Referring to the cruelties committed in 
the Philippines, Mr. Hoar said he be- 
lieved the American soldiers were as 
brave and humane as ever lived. They 
had done simply what always would be 
done in like conditiaqns. The chief guilt 
Was upon the heads of those who qreated 
the conditions. 

Adverting to the “horrors” which have 
occurred in the Philippines, Mr. Hoar 
taid: 

‘IT hope and believe they were unknown 
to the war department. I know they 
were unknown td President Roosevtlt, 
and I know they were unknown to Presi- 
dent McKinley.” 

He did not believe, however, that the 
statement that the war had been con- 
ducted with unexampled hymanity on uur 
part would be accepted by the people. 
He denounced the order'alleged to have 
been given by General Smith, and lay 
particular stress upon the horrors of the 
reconcentration camps which he likened

FIGHT ON MACON INCREASE 


Effort May Be Made To Strike It, but 
Bacon Hopes To Have It 
Retained. -

Washington, May 22.—(Special.)—The 
4ndications are that all Georgia items in 
the public buildings bill will be retained 
with the possible exception of $300,000 for 
a new building at Macon. The increase 
for Athems and that for Rome will be 
agreed to by the house conferees with- 
out any semblance of objection. 

The house committee had consented to 
an increase in the Macon item to $125,000, 
and the senate committee allowed an 
additional $30,000 for the purchase of ad- 
ditiona] land. The amendment increas- 
ing this amount to $300,000 was placed on 
the bill in Open senate by Senator Fair- 
banks, chairman of the committee, on 
the request of Senator Bacon. This 
amendment is in the shape of the Dill 
drawn by Judge Bartlett and introduced 
both by him and Senator Bacon early 
in the session. The expenditure is in- 
dorsed by the treasury department on 
the ground that it is better business for 
the government to spend $300,000 in build- 
ing a new building at Macon than to 
spend nearly half that amount in mak- 
ing over the present structure. Both 
Senator Bacon and Judge Bartlett will 
make a hard fight to have the larger 
amount retained in the bill, and they 
have hopes of success. The bill as it 
passes the senate carries a comparatively 
smal] increase over the bill as passed by 
the house, and there is a fair chance of 
all the increases being retained in con- 
ference.

AT WHITE HOUSE 


Members of the Rochambeau 
Mission Are Received by 
Prestdent Roosevelt, 


STATE DINNER IS GIVEN 
IN HONOR OF FRENCHMEN: 


Members of the Mission Paid a Visit 
to Mount Vernon and Placed 
Wreaths on the Tomb of 
George Washington. 


Washington, May 22.—Surrounded by 
the members of his cabinet and “by offi- 
eilals high in all the branches of the 
government, President Roosevelt today 
received as the guests of the nation the 
distinguished Frenchmen sent by Presi- 
dent Loubet to take part in the 
Rochambeau exercises. 

The arrival in the city of the brilliant- 
ly uniformed army and navy officers of 
France and their escort through Penn- 
sylvania avenue by a troop of United 
States cavalrymen gave picturesque in- 
terest to the occasion, and to this was 
added the international significance of 
an extremely cordial exchange of greet- 
ings between the representatives of the 
two nations. After the president’s re- 
ception at the white house, the French 
visitors exchanged calls with members 
of the cabinet and Lieutenant Genéral 
Miles and Admiral Dewey. This after- 
noon they went to Mount Vernon, where 
General Brugere,. of the French ariny, 
placed a laurel wreath on the tomb of 
Washington, and Count de Rochambeau 
planted a tree faken from the battle 
ground of Yorktown. Tonight President 
Roosevelt had the French party as his 
guests at dinner at the white house. 

At the white house the president's 
greeting was most coruial, and as the 
French ambassador presented each of 
the official guests the president gave 
him & warm. grasp of the hand and 
spoke a few words of felicitous wel- 
come. On both sides there were many 
expressions of international good will 
and of the lasting friendship between 
the two republics. 

The affair was devoid of formality, 
however, and no formal addresses were 
delivered. The French and American 
ladles mingled together while the offi- 
clals exchanged greetings, adding to the 
brightness and the happy informality of 
the occasion. The reception lasted about 
half an hour, when the French officials 
withdrew to make a round of calls on 
members of the cabinet, the general of 
the army and the admiral of the navy, 
and on the ambassadors of foreign 
countries. 

At Mount Vernon the party proceeded 
first to the tomb of Washington, where 
the heavy iron bars were removed in 
order to admit M. Cambon, General 
Brugere, Vice Admiral Fournier and a 
féw other distinguished officers. Gen- 
eral Grugere placed the wreath on the 
tomb, which was completely covered by 
the great sheaves of laurel. Just across 
from the tomb a vigorous maple, taken 
from the Yorktown battle field, was 
planted by Count de Rochambeau. As 
he laid down the spade; General Bru- 
gere and all the ofher officials took turn 
in casting earth upon the new-planted 
tree. Later the party visited the old 
mansion and saw the many relics with 
which the name of Washington, La- 
fayette and Rochambeau are identified. 

A state dinner was given at the white 
house tonight by President and Miss 
Roosevelt in honor of the distinguished 
visitors from France, who are in this 
city in connection with the Rochambeau 
statue ceremonies. The company invited 
to meet the visitors was a thoroughly 
representative one, including the mem- 
bers of the cabinet, senators and repre- 
sentatives in congress and high officials 
of the army and navy. ~ 

During the dinner President Roosevelt 
proposed this toast: 

‘To the president of the French re- 
public and to the people of France.’’ 

Ambassador Cambon gave as a toast: 

“The president of the United States,” 
and made a short, graceful speech. 

Secretary Hay proposed as a toast: 

‘The members of the Rochambeau mis- 
sion.”’ 

General Brugere responded. 

The toasts were all drunk standing. 

An interesting event of the evening was 
the ‘presentation to Mrs. Roosevelt of a 
rare collection of sketches and engravings, 
a gift from the premier of the French 
wabinet, M. Waldeck-Rousseau. The 
sketches are by the distinguished Parisian 
artist, M. Renouard. 


MOTHER OF MANY CRIMINALS. 


Descendants of One Woman Cost the 
Nation $3,000,000. 

New York, May 22.—Startling statistics 
on criminology have been presented at 
the annual convention of the New York 
county W. C. T. U. One of the dele- 
gates read a statement to the effect 
that a woman of criminal tendencies, 
whose name was not made public, for 
obvious reasons, died in 1827. 

‘Her descendants have been traced,” 
continued the speaker, “They number 
800. Seven hundred were criminals, hav- 
ing been convicted at least once. 

“Thirty-seven were _ murderers, 
were executed for their crimes. 

‘‘This family,” the speaker continued, 
‘has cost the nation $3,000,000 for trials 
and executions.” 


LYNCHERS WERE ON HIS TRAIL. 


Missouri Mob After Negro for As- 
sault on Woman. 

Carthage, Mo., May 22.—Will Jones, the 
Joplin negro accused of criminally as- 
saulting Mrs. Parmeter, of Webb City, 
was taken from Webb City jail this after-’ 
noon by the sheriff and a strong force of 
deputies to prevent his being lynched. 
He was forced through the crowd, put 
in a carriage and taken to Carthage, 
where he was put in the county fail. 
Mrs. Parmeter called to identify the 
prisoner. Jones was tined up with two 
other colored prisoners in the jail, and 
the woman failed to recognize any one 
of the three as her assailant. 

Late this evening two farmers who had 
seen him positively identified him as 
the one that ran from the woman as 
they approached in response to her cries. 
Two boys who saw him in the imme- 
diate vicinity before the crime, and who 
followed him as he ran and shadowed 
him till arrested, also identified Jones as 
Mrs. Parmeter’s assailant. All danger of 
mob violence has passed.

He Also Believes That the United 
States Was Led to Cuba 
by God.

Washington, May 22.—Bishop Thoburn, 
of the Methodist Episcopal church of 
India and Malaysia, was before the sen- 
ate committee on Philippines today. He 
gaid the American occupation of the 
Philippines should be continued. In the 
course of his examination he said that 
the American occupation was an act of 
God.. This led to quite a long line of 
questions by Senator Patterson, in which 
the bishop was asked whether the occu- 
pation of Cuba was an act of God, ‘and 
when he replied in the affirmative Sen- 
ator Patterson asked if the withdrawal 
was also the act of God. 

“It is too soon to answer that,’’ he re- 
plied. ‘‘The United States may have to 
go back there.” 

Senator Patterson pursued the ques- 
tions to some length, and the bishop 
finally pronounced them ‘‘metaphysical.”’ 

Senator Beveridge objected, saying the 
questions were ‘unnecessary, and Senator 
Patterson remarked that whenever the 
questions were suich as to bring out évi- 
dence which the majority did not want, 
an excuse was made for objection. Chair- 
man Lodge sustained the objection. 
Bishop Thoburn ‘will continue tomorrow. 

In response to questions from Senator 
/ Carmack, Bishop Thoburn expressed the 
opinion that the ‘Philippine people are 
now better disposed toward American 
missionaries than they were at the ‘close 
of the Spanish war. In proof of this 
Statement he said that there ts now an 
attendance of 12,000 people at the Meth- 
odist churches in Manila, and that both 
in that city and the outlying provinces 
it was almost impossible to meet the de- 
mand for teachers and preachers. 

Asked for a statement as to the mora! 
and intellectual capacity of the Filipinog 
the bishop replied: 

“In many respects they are like the 
American Indians. There is no coherenze 
among them. They are divfded into 
tribes and the biggest man among them 
is generally recognized as a sultan. ‘They 
are bright and quick, but not profound, 
and I am afraid they are treacherous."’ 

The bishop thought “it would bea crime 
to remove the present American restraints 
in the Philippines.’’ 

In response to questions by Senator Cul- 
berson, Bishop Thoburn said he believed 
the Filipinos should have a protectorate 
after the manner of the British protecto- 
rate. The bishop said he did not believe 
that originally the American government 
-had, when Admiral Dewey went to Ma- 


nila, any intention of taking control of the 
Philippines. 


CUMBERLAND PRESBYTERIANS

The home mission board matter was 
reconsidered and reference made to the 
board of missions and sixteen represen- 
tatives of as many synods to report next 
year. A commission was appointed to pre- 
pare an exhibit for the St. Louis world’s 
fair. The permanent committee on tem- 
perance was located at Marshall, Tex., 
with Rev, C. G. Russell as chairman. 

Numerous standing committees were ap- 
pointed. Twenty-two delegates were 
elected to the Pan-Presbyterian council 
at Liverpool in July, 1904.

Cabinet Council Is Called for Today, 
and It Is Believed, That Advices 
from Kitchener Will Be 


London, May 22.—The consensus of 
opinion here is that all the signs are 
prppitious, but up to 2 o’clock this after- 
noon the British officials had given no 
indication of the course which the nego- 
tiotions between Lord Kitchener and 
Zora Milner and the Boer delegates at 
Pretoria were taking. 

That conferences are occurring regard- 
ing the basis upon which peace shall 
be declared is the sum total of the in- 
formation which the war office has 
vouchsafed up to the present, though it 
is intimated that a definite announce- 
ment of the result, peaceful or other- 
wise, may be speedily expected. 

The impression that peace is close at 
hand Has abviously taken a strong hold 
of the operators on the stock exchange.

Fearful Stories Told of the 
Desolation Wrought by 
Mont Pelee, 


PEOPLE FLEW IN TERROR 
TO ESCAPE VOLCANIC RAIN 


Refugees Are Flocking by Thousands 
Into Fort de France—The French 
Government May Decide 
To Evacuate Isligad of 
Martinique. 


Fort de France, Island of Martinique, 
May 22.—The correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press has had an interview with 
M. Clerc, a member of the legislature 
of Martinique, who recently explored the 
vicinity of Mont Pelee. He said: 

‘I staried Wriday last for Mont Pelee, 
and, accompanied by M. Telliame Chan- 
cele, chief engineer of the sugar works, 
1 reached a Height of4,28) meters with- 
put difficulty and was able to ascertain 
that the present crater is about 300 me- 
ters in diameter. On the east it is over- 
jooked by the Morne la Croix, the culm!- 
nating pvint of the island, having an alti- 
tude of 1,350 meters, which is completely 
crumbled and mined at its base as a re- 
sult of ‘the volcanic action and might 
easily collapse. 

“The rims of the crater have very 
much changed in appearance and the 
heat where we stood was interme and 
the whole aspect of the mountain was 
terrifying. Stones fell around us, and 
we picked up large pieces of sulphur, 
which, however, we were unable to re- 
tain. The whole spot was charged with 
electricity, which became so violent that 
we were obliged to retreat. 

“Our descent from the mountain was 
more difficult than our ascent. A blind- 
ing rain of ashes fell upon us and the 
engineer was nearly killed. by a large 
Stone which fell near him.” 

Rain of Ashes and Rocks. 

The recent rains of ashes and volcanic 
rocks weighing as much as 75 grammes, 
which have fallen here, caused so much 
consternation among the inhabitants of 
Fort de France that those who have not 
left the city are anxious to do so, and 
large numbers are emigrating to the 
island of Guadaloupe, where, it is now 
estimated, 1,200 people from Martinique 
have already sought shelter. 

During her last exploring trip about 
the island the French cruiser Suchet. 
which did not stop at St. Pierre, noticed 
that all the formerly cultivated land be- 
tween Grande Riviere and Marigot has 
been completely destroyed. The inhab- 
itants of these two towns have suffered 
and are still suffering a great deal, but 
they have not yet determined to abandon 
those localities, and efforts are being 
made to supply them with provisions. 

The Suchet also reports that as she 
approached that part of the island where 
the land was in a better state of preser- 
vation, especially between Macouba and 
Lorraine, a shower of stones and sulphur 
caused those of the population of Morne 
Rouge who had remained there to hastily 
evacuate that place. 

For some time apprehension was felt 
regarding the safety of the detachment 
of French troops stationed at Lecarbert, 
but there has been no !oss of life among 
them, according to the most recent re- 
perts.

Streams of Scared Refugees. 

Streams of frightened refugees have 
beén pouring into Fort de France from all 
the surrounding country. These people 
are not destitute, but they are terrified. 
They want only one thing, and that is to 
be taker far away from this island, with 
which, they say, the Gods are angry and 
which they will destroy by fire before it 
sinks under the sea. 

The consuls here and the officers of the 
war vessels in the harbor are waylaid 
by scores of persons crazed by fear and 
begging to be carried away. . 

The United States steamer Dixie, Cap- 
tain Berry, from New York, arrived to- 
day after a quick and safe passage. 

The Dixie began landing her enormous 
cargo of supplies early: and the store- 
houses on shore soon became congested. 
This is the greatest difficulty of the ad- 
ministration. 

This morning the United States steamer 
Potomag with the commanders of the 
war vessels now here, went to inspect 
St. Pierre. With the greatest difficulty 
the party succeedéd {In making @ landing. 
The effects of the outburst of yesterday 
were tremendous. The huge basalt towers 
of the cathedral were pulverized and 
the walls were hurled flat to the earth. 
The bombardment of volcanic stones igs 
not sufficient to account for this and all 
evidences point to the passage of a furious 
blast of blazing gas, traveling at enor- 
mous speed and with incalculable force. 
The deposit of boulders, ashes and angu- 
lar stones is enormous:, Not a living 
human being saw what happened..at 
St. Pterre yesterday. 

This second eruption was many times 
more violent than that which effaced 
St. Pierre and swept its people from the 
earth. Nor has all volcanic activity 
ceased. Vast columns of smoke and gags 
still pour from the great cyater. Ney 
fissures have opened on the mountain 
sides and are vomiting yellow whirlwinds 
which rush intermittently now from one 
point and now from another. Boiling 
mud is also thrown out at times in tor-

Oklahoma City, Okla., May 22.—The res- 
idence of Mr. Knox, 4 miles from Elk 
City, was destroyed. Mr. Knox and his 
son were carried about 100 yards, but es- 
caped uninjured. The storm developed in 
the eastern part of Roger Mills county 
and traveling in a northeasterly direction 
destroyed everything in its track, which 
varied fram 100 yards to one-half mile in 
width.

OVATION GIVEN 


President of France Is 
Greeted by Russians. 

St. Petersburg, May 22.—President 
) Loubet arrived here today from Tsars- 
koe Selo, and was accorded an enthusl- 
astic and popular reception. The rail- 
road station and city were lavishly deca- 
rated, and men, women and children 
thronged the streets, waving tri-color 
flags and wearing Franco-Russian al- 
liance souvenirs of all descriptions. The 
French president was met at the station 
by the mayor of &t. Petersburg, whvo 
offered him the customary bread and 
salt and heartily bade him welcome. 

M. Loufsét, in reply, said he entertain- 
ed no doubt of the cordiality of his re- 
ception in dny part of Russia, as he 
knew the hearts of Russia and France 
beat in unison. After inspecting the 
guard of honor, M. Loubet proceeded to 
the cathedral of St. Peter and St. Paul. 
He was acclaimed along the route fol- 
lowed by enormous crowds-of people. 

During the day President Loubet placed 
ia wreath on ithe tomb of Czar Alexander 
III, subsequently visited the French hos- 
pital here, received a deputation from the 
French colony, visited the grand dukes, 
left cards at the various embassies, and 
made his visit specially memorable by 
giving 100,000 francs to the charities of St. 
Petersburg, Cronstad and Peterhof. 

Considering the lack of emotion in the 
Russian character President Loubet’s re- 
ception during his yisit to St. Petersburg 
today must be considered plhenomenal. 
The police allowed the populace much 
greater latitude than ts usual, and: the 
crowds on the central portion of the Nev- 
sky prospect were of unprecedented size. 

Up to the present time no unioward in- 
cident hasg occurred. Youthful working 
men are finding it a new experience to 
be allowed to parade the streets singing 
the ‘‘Marseillaise."” They apparently ap- 
preciate this unaccustomed liberty, for 
they have made no effort so far to_abuse 
the privilege accorded them by ‘the 
laumching of a domestic political propa- 
ganda.

SCORES OF CARS 
0 UP IN SMOKE 


Transfer House of New York 
Central Is Destroyed 


Switchman Is Killed by the Falling 
Timbers—Some of the Cars Gon- 
tained Oil and Exploded. 

' Impossible To Esti- 
mate Loss. 


Buffalo, N. Y., May 23.—The transfer 
house of the Lake Shore and New York 
Central raiiroads, just north of the stock 
yards, caught fire at midnight. Within 
an ‘hour the house was destroyed and 
about 200 cars had been burned. 

Willlam Lester, a switchman, was 
Struck by falling timbers from a. partially 
burned car and sustained injuries which 
resulted in his death before the arrival 
of an ambulance. 

Superintendent Macbeth, who arrived on 
the scene some time after the fire start- 
ed, said: 

“It is impossible for any one to esti- 
mate the loss. The transfer thouse con- 
tained a large amount of merchandise and 
a great number of the cars were loaded.” 

Every available engine was rushed to 
tthe scene of the fire by the nailread com- 
pany and efforts were made to save some 
of the cars, A high wind swept the flames 
in a solid sheet the full length of the 
transfer house. across four tracks before 
a wheel could be moved: 

Some of the cars contained oil in small 
quantities. Frequent , explosions sent 
showers of flaming oil in all directions. 
Some of the ears caught fire while thev 
were being pulled out of the patRway of 
the flames. ; 

The car shops, located opposite the 
transfer shed and directly in the pathway 
of the flames, caught fire a number of 
times. 

At 2 o’clock the fire was still burning 
fiercely.

TO WATER LINE 


_ The Entire New Orleans River 
Front Is Thrown Into 
a Panic, 


WHARVES AND FREIGHT - 
ALSO SUFFER FROM FIRE 


Engine Runs Off the Wharf and 
; Goes to the Bottom—The John 
K. Speed Twice in Its Ca- 
reer Had Been Sunk. 


New Orleans, May 22.—The whole river 
front at its most populous and frequented 
center was thrown into tremendous ex- 
eitement shortly after 2 o'clock today, 
when fire was discovered in the hold of 
the big Mississippi river packet, Jonn K. 
Speed. Within an hour, despite the heroic 
work of the fire department, which had 
responded to a general alarm, the steam- 
er had burned to the water line, the city 
wharves at the head of Lafayette street, 
where she lay, were on fire and a §rge 


quantity of freignt on the wharves was. 


burned. 

Fire engine No. 14, in attempting to 
back up to run her suction pipes in the 
water, got loose from her handlers and 
running off the wharf fell into the river 
and went to the bottom. 

The firemen, seeing that they could not 
save the Speer, turned their attention to 
the freight that was on the wharves, 
which were filled with oil, cotton and 
other inflammable material“ and was 
quickly ignited. The flames were high 
and the heat was terrific. Thousands of 
persons witnessed the blaze from a safe 
distance, as the heat was too severe for 
the crowd to venture near. 2 

The Fire Under Control. 

The fire was gotten under control by 3 
o'clock. The loss in freight on the 
. wharves will run up into the thousands. 

The Speed was built at Madison, Ind., 
in 18%, having fine passenger accommoda- 
ttons and freight capacity of 1,300 tons. 
The boat was owned by the Memphig, 
Cincinnati and New Orleans Packet Com- 
pany, was valued at $45,000 and insured in 
Cincinnati for $25,000. Tne Speed was sunk 
twice, once some years 4g0 near Bayou 
Goula and again about a year ago just 
below Memphis. Both times she was 
raised with but little damage to steamer 
or cargo. 

The Speed arrived yesterday from Cin- 
cinnati, but her trips to that point were 
abandoned for the time being, owing to 
low water in the Ohio river. She_was 
about to begin trips to St. Louis and was 
taking on freight for the latter point wnen 
the fire broke out.

MADE BY THE JACKSONVILLE 
STREET RAILWAY. 


Two Ordinances Proposed To Defeat 
Their Efforts To Do the 
City’s Lighting. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Mey 22.—(Special.)— 
The city council Soa.oh} enpoatingty live- 
ly meeting last night. J he chief interest 


centered around the agtempt of the new 
Owners of the street/railways to secure 
additional franchises. The matter came 
up.last week and was referreé@ to a spe- 
cial committee, where it is still under 
alivisement. Last night Councilman 
Rinehart made a motion to relieve the 
committee from further consideration of 
this bill. After a vigorous discussion 
this was defeated, and it was then unan- 
imously agreed that the bill should be 
reported at the next meeting. 

Following this failure came two ordi- 
nances, both aimed toward the defeat 
of the bill in question, which ie in reality 
an attempt to secure for the new com- 
pany a large part of the lighting of the 
city, now furnished by the plant owned 
by the city. Both these ordinances were 
referred -to the committee on laws ahd 
rules for report at the next meeting: 
They are as follows: 

An ordinance to authorize the board 
of bond trustees to enlarge and extend 
the city electric plant. This is necessary 
if the city is to hold the business of the 
city, as it hag been cempelled recently to 
announce that it could not ight the new 
houses rapidly going up in the suburbs 
unless its lines were extended and its 
power increased. 

The second ordinance is drastic and far- 
reaching, It is in effect that no ordinance 
granting or extending any municipal 
franchise, or increasing the privileges 
of any company operating a franchise 
from the city, shall be of any virture or 
force of effect until] it shall have been 
approved by a majority of the voters of 
the city at a special or general election, 
and that the expenses of such election 
must be borne by the persons asking the 
franchise. 


TWO BISHOPS ARE NEEDED. 


Creates the Necessity. 

Birmingham, Ala., May 22.—(Special.)— 
After reports of committees to the 
Episcopal council today the fact was 
devgoped that the church in this state 
had grown so rapidly in the past few 
. years that two bishops were necessary 
for the work. 

The visits of one bishop are necessarily 
infrequent, and the proposition to have 
two meets with much favor. The plan 
is to have a northern and southern 
division of the state, each division to be 
presided over by a bishop. In the event 
the change is made, Bishop Bernwell 
will pr@gside over the northern division, 
and the bishop to be elected over the 
southern division of state.

HOMES OF MINERS 


Fraterville Herror Left Dependent 
Widows and Children. 


RODIES ARE STILL MISSING 


The Work of Taking Out the Vietims 
Is Going on Rapidly, and It Is 
Expected Will Be Com- 
pleted Today. 


Coal Creek, Tenn., May 22.—(Special.)— 
The fourth day of terror here finds twen- 
ty to twenty-two bodies of victims of the 
Fraterville mine horror still missing. 

Searching parties have brought out 204 
dead bodies, and they are now hard at 
work in the dark portals of three entrics 
‘n the mine in efforts to recover the re- 
maining twenty or twenty-two. 

Every entry to the Fraterville mine has 
been explored and thoroughly gone over 
except three on the*fight hond side. It 
is in these three the men are now labor- 
ing, and the very heavy deposit of loose 
coal, which probably accumulated as a 
result of the explosion, is making the 
work slow. 

It is the theory that the missing bodies 
are buried in this slack. That being the 
case, it is said they will be found weil 
preserved, as slack coal has a preserving 
and cooling effect, especially when bodics 
are buried so deep. 

The rescuers encountered the death 
gas this morning and were forced to 
abandon their work in these entries until 
a greater supply of fresh air could be 
torced therein. The gas difficulty was soon 
overcome and the work proceeded. 

The Work of Relief. 

R. M. Lindsay, of the relief committee, 
is of the opinion that all the bodies will 
have been taken out by morning. He 
says the work of administering to the 
needy is now on in earnest. Out of th 
large amount subscribed for the relivf 
fund a very smal] portion has reached 
Coal Creek. Some conception of the 
distress may be had when it is stated 
that the large majority of the men who 
died in the mine left families algsolutely 
dependent. having no means whatever 
save the daily earnings of the men whose 
lives have thus been cut off. 

Governor McMillan has issued a procla- 
mation calling upon the people of the 
state to send assistance to Coal Creek. 
It is reported that Congressmen Gibs)?n 
and Brownlow, cf the east Tennessee dis- 
tricts, have been asked to solicit federal 
relief. 


FATHER AND SON ARE HANGED. 


For Murder They Die on the Same 
Gallows. 

Talladega, Ala., May 22.—(Special.)—In 
the yard of the county jail this mornirg 
Charner and George Wood, father and 
son, were hanged for the murder of 
Jack and Reuben Boyd, two young white 
men who were well known and highly 
respected throughout this section. The 
murder occurred near Childresburg, Ala., 
last Christmas day. The two negroes 
were hanged today from the same g2'- 
lows. Only a few persons were permitted 
to witness the execution.

SWALLOWS TEETH AND DIES. 


Benjamin H. Hopkins Meets with 

Death in Most Unusual Manner. 

Jacksonville, Fla., May 22.—(Special.)— 
The death of Benjamin H. Hopkins, which 
occurred here yesterday, was from a 
cause almost unknown to medical science. 

On April 13, as he was eating an orang, 
he sneezed violently, and as he did so, a 
plate with four or five false teeth was in 
some way drawn down his throat. He 
choken and was about to strangle when 
the teeth slipped further down, pte 
sumably into his stomach. 

Physicians and surgeons were called in 
immediately and an attempt was mai2 
to locate the teeth.

Mr. Hopkins was known from one end 
of this state to the other and in Georgia 
as well, having been in the transporta- 
tion business all of his life until the last 
few months. He was connected with the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
Railroad Company and with the Loula- 
ville and Nashville in this city and in 
St. Augustine as passenger agent.

| NO POWER TO CALL PRIMARY. 


This Is Said of Congressional Com- 
mittee in Mississippi. 
Jackson, Miss., May 22.—(Special.)—The 
action of the democratic congressional 
executive committee of the sixth district 
in cafling a meeting to be held at Hat- 
tiesburg this week for the purpose of 
arranging for the congressional primary 
has aroused much comment throughout 
the state. The opinion is being generally 
expressed that the committee is without 
proper authority to act, owing ta the fact

BY HAILSTORM 


‘Thousands ef Acres of Cotton 
and Corn Injured or 
Destroyed. 


LEAVES TORN FROM TREES 
‘AND PILED ON THE GROUND 


Ears of Corn Are Stripped Off the 
Stalks—Many of the Farmers 
Will Have To Plant Their 
Cotton Crops Again. 


Sylvania, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)—A ter- 
‘gific hail storm visited a portion of this 
county yesterday afternoon and did great 
damage to thé crops. The devastated 
district lies about 4 miles below Sylvania 
toward the Savannah river and up along 
Briar creek. 

Those who visited the hail-swept farms 
today say that the destruction is beyond 
f@escription. The corn ts Hteraliy torn 
Into shreds and the cotton is stripped to 
the stalk. Many of tne farmers will have 
their cotton crops to plant over again and 
@re out today hunting seed. The corn 
may come out, but will be materially in- 
fured. Much of it will undoubtedly die. 

From the accounts given of the hail 
etorm it was the fiercest that ever swept 
this county. Many of the farmers declare 
that some of \the stones were fully as 
large as guinea eggs. The green leaves 
were torn from the trees in the forest ani 
piled thick upon the ground. 

It is estimated that there were several 
‘thousand acres of corn and cotton injured 
and killed in this county. 


TWO BOYS GUILTY OF MURDER 


They Are Given.Life Terms for Kill- 
ing Negro. 

Sylvania, Ga., May 
the superior court here yesterday James 
and Henry ‘Summers, two white boys 
who live near Woodcliff, in this county, 
were convicted of the murder of a ne- 
gro named Isaiah Willlams.. The jury 
recommended them to the mercy of the 
court, and Judge Evans sentenced them 


to the penitentiary for life. . 


The crime was committed last Decem- 
ber. The evidence showed that the body 
of the murdered man was-<found buried 
in a branch, and that the Summers boys 
had been in possession of his watch 
and pistol, which they disposed of to 
other parties. 

They did not deny the _ killing, but 
claimed that the negro first shot at one 
of them before they killed him. A mo- 
tion has been made for a new trial. 


ARTESIAN WELL MAY FAIL. 


Boring in Dougherty Cdéunty May 
Count for Naught. 

Albany, Ga., May 22.—(Special.)—Al- 
banians are beginning to fear that failure 
is to top one of her artesian wells, after 
Buccess in boring nearly a score. 

Albany’s first artesian well was sunk 
in 1882. The first well of this character 
had been bored in this county a year or 
two earlier, and was the first flowing 
artesian well in Georgia. There are now 
twenty weils in Albany and Dougherty 
county. : 

Fourteen months ago the city council 
of Albany authorized tne boring of a 
ten-inch well for the city water works 
system, which uses ariesian water ex- 
cGlusively. Work has been in progress for 
more than a year, with occasional in- 
ferruptions. The idea in boring the well 
Was to pass the water-bearing stratum 
which supplies all the other wells in 
this section and find another water 
Stratum at a greater depth. 

But the theories of those 
eupposed to know about such matters 
have thus far been set at naught, for 
although the new well has gone to a 
depth of 1,200 feet, a flow of only forty 
gallons per minute has been secured, and 
this comes from a stratum found at 4 
depth of 830 feet. A great many parties 
here who have studied the geological 
formation here are of the opinion that 
the well will finally have to be abandoned, 
and the city will have on its hands noth- 
ing but a hole in the ground, costing 
several thousand dollars and yielding 
only a few gallgns of water every hour. 
The work is still being #rosecuted, how- 
ever, in the hope of finding an abundant 
supply of water a little further down.

It happened too late in his speech to 
wire, but there was a lively time for a 
few minutes when interruptions of Mr. 
Small began by questions from Mr. Recse, 
who tried to help the Guerry people break 
the force of the speech. Mr. Small had 
shown that enforced state prohibition is 
purely a republican policy.

moke the people of Georgia believe you 
speak the truth when-vou say it. If to 
fear prohibition and to try and save all 
that we have begged for, fought for and 
local option in Georgta for 
Seventeen years is to be a Terrell man, 
then I am a Terrell man. And you, and 
all of your way of mind, may make the 
most if it! 

“An effort to enforce state prohibition, 
as against local option, will open a Pan- 
dora’s box of evils on the communities 
that are now dry and sober.

G. Matthews made himself agreeable to 
the prominent visitors who called on 
him. An orchestra furnished the music 
for the occasion, and palms and other 
foliage plants added their beauty to the 
architectural decoration of the interior. 

This opening is preliminary to the in- 
auguration of train service in the station. 
This will be next Sunday, May 25. The 
first train to enter the station will be 
one of the Plant system’s, which will 
arrive shortly after midnight Saturday 
night. 

Eighteen trains each way a day will 
enter the station under the present sum- 
mer schedules, but this number will be 
nearly doubled during the winter sea- 
son, when the through tourist trains are 
on and the local service is increased. The 
block signals, covering the some & miles 
of approaches, are yet to be installed. 
This will take several months. 

On Saturday night J. R. Fried, who 
has the privileges of the dining room 
at the station, will tender a banquet as 
a compliment to the officials of the Sa- 
vannah Union Station Company and of 
the three railway lines, the Plant system, 
the Seaboard Air Line and the Southern 
railway, that will use the station. About 
one hundred have been invited to the 
banquet. 


Officers in the New Station. 

The offices of Superintendent Walter 
Hale, of the Seaboard Air Line; Superin- 
tendent W. H. Wright, of the Plant sys- 
tem, and Superintendent J. F. Hockaday, 
of the Southern Express Company, have 
been moved from their old locations to 
the station, which is commodiously sup- 
plied with offices. The Southern Express 
Company will also establish a large de- 
pot force at’the station, withdrawing 
its forces from the present Plant system 
depot and the Central railway depot. The 
Central railway has not yet decided 
whether it will enter into the use of the 
union station with the other lines. -The 
matter was left some time,ago with Pres- 
ident John M. Egan and Chairman of 
the Board J. F. Hanson, who have -not 
reached a decision, They say they have 
excellent passenger terminals, but it may 
be that they will determine to relinquish 
them. ‘ 

The Savannah union station and its 
‘approaches cost close upon _ $1,000,000. 
Bonds to that amount will be issued 
by the company to cover the cost of 
the construction.

INQUEST HELD IN PRISON 


Over Body of White Prisoner Killed 
by Another. 


THE CHARGE IS NOW MURDER 


Matthews Claims the Difficulty Was 
Started by Rickerson, the 
Man Who Died. 


Macon, Ga., May 22.—(Specia!.)—Tne 
Constitution contained an account this 
morning of the fight tn the Bibb county 
jail last night between two white pris- 
oners, A. F. Matthews and T. A. Ricker- 
son, in which Rickerson was fatally cut 
with a knffe by Matthews and was other- 
wise injured, and died from his wounds 
at the hospital several hours after the in- 
juries were inflicted. Today Rickerson's 
body was taken to the undertaker’s and 
the coroner held an inquest. 

As the only witnesses to the tragedy 
were prisoners in jail, the examination 
of witnesses by the coroner’s fury had to 
be conducted at the jail. Five or six 
prisoners testified. Their testimony was 
that the trouble was commenced by Rick- 
erson yesterday morning, who quarrele4d 
with Matthews, because he snored so 
loud and disturbed Rickerscn. 

Rickerson renewed the quarrel! at noon 
yesterday. Last night the men began 
fighting, when Matthews statbed Ricker- 
son five times, twice in the right Dreast, 
once in the left breast, once in the throat 
and once near the right eve. The back 
of Rickerson’s head was also fractured, 
but whether this was done with some kind 
of instrument or Riekerson received it in 
falling is not known. This fracture was 
alone sufficient to cause death, but the 
stab near the right eye was also a fatal 
one and perhaps Rickerson would also 
have died from a stab in the left breast. 

Matthews claims that the knife wif 
which he killed Rickerson belonged to 
Rickerson, and after the fight started he 
took the knife from Rickerson and cut 
him. Rickerson was a much heavier man 
than Matthews and was about eight years 
older. Matthews is 22 years old and mar- 
ried. The knife has not been seen since 
the cutting. It is said that Matthews 
threw the knife in a sink in the jail. 

The verdict of the coroner's jury was 
that Matthews be held on the charge of 
murder. Rickerson’s body will be taken 
by his father to Eatonton, Rickerson’s 
former home.

Murphey started for 
the buggy, armed with a hickory stick, 
but friends interfered and prevented trou- 
ble. 

Murphey and Howard are considered 
fearless and their friends fear serious 
trouble when they meet again. 

Efforts are now being made to reconcile 
the parties.

It is, perhaps, an unfortunate inci- 
dent of the largeness of our republic 
that so few pec>zle can keep well in- 
formed concerning its conditions as a 
whole. It is our habit to be provincial, 
or, as we more commonly phrase it, 
sectional. The average eastern man 


= largely confines his reading and in- 


id 


formation to eastern affairs and easily 
comes to the conclusion that “the fin- 
est of the wheat,” the elect people, the 
greatest vealth, the largest spirit of 
enterprise and the only reliable patri- 
otism is that which bears the trade 
legend “made in New England,” or of 
which it is said ‘it comes from New 
York.” The common man of the cen- 
‘tral states and the middle west, hav- 
ing migrated in blood from the east 
and seeing most of his products go 
that way for exchange or export, nat- 
urally concludes that the light cometh 
out of the east! 


To millions of those people the 


south has always been more a country | 


of the imagination than of metes and 
bounds; more a land of romance, 


* myth and mystery than contiguous ter- 


ritory of American men and realities; 
more a territory of strange denizens, 
Janus-faced, smiling on one side with 
grace and hospitality and frowning on 
the other side with curious hates and 
sudden furies, than as a land of chiv- 
alrous, independent, sensitively cul- 
tured and progressive citizens. This 
widespread misunderstanding of the 
south is pitiful and is the root of many 
wross-purposes between the sections.

They are learn- 
ing that our senators and congress- 
men are mot each a rara avis of his 
community, sent on for exhibition pur- 
poses, but that they are men of the 
masses and types of as pure and pa- 
triotic Amesican states as inhabit the 
national map.

They are seeing 
for themselves the boundless treasure- 
fields of our snowy staple, the cheap 
and effective labor of its production, 
and the power and skill of native 
brains and hands applied to its manu- 
facture, 

Then they are beholding the future

They can 
now begin to realize the value of our 
resources and their coming roles in 
the conquest of world markets through 
southern ports and through the isth- 
mian canal. And they are seeing the 
slow but sure increment of our edu- 
cational, political and- commercial 
power that mean inestimable strength 
and influence in the national life of 
the future. 

If, after seeing these things, they 
return to congress and to their homes 
With clearer vision of the south’s 
place ind rights in the union, of her 
claims for equitable treatment in leg- 
islation and administration, and of 
the sympathy with her problems and 
patriotism that every honest man 
ought to have, the tour will have been 
magnificently profitable to them, to 
their peoples, to the south and to the 
national interesis at large. 
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A World’s Fair Opportunity. 

The esteemed St. Louis Globe-Dem- 
ocrat continues to sound its sonorous 
hewgag against any tariff concessions

reciprocity, or anti-trust, tariff rates. 
In that case we would read, “This suit 
of clothing—$16 under Dingley rates; 
$10 under reciprocal trade treaty!” 
And so on through the catalogue of a 
thousand articles of daily need and 
consumption.

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Libraries for the Rural Schools. 

Realizing the lack of adequate li- 
brary facilities in the rural schools of 
the state, the Georgia Teachers’ As- 
sociation some time ago undertook to 
supply this long-felt want by appoint- 
ing the following committee of repre- 
sentative educators to take the mat- 
ter up with the view to seeing what 
could be done: J. S. Stewart, chair- 
man; E. C. Branson, M. L. Brittain, 
Crosby Wright, W. R. Power and G. R. 
Glenn. This committee has gone in- 
dustriously to work and much good 
has already been accomplished in the 
direction of the contemplated better- 
ment of existing conditions, but popu. 
lar interest has not yet been suffi- 
ciently aroused in the movement to 
secure the best practical results. 

Every citizen of Georgia realizes 
the vital importance to the cause of 
common school education in the state 
of improving the status of the rural 
schools in every way possible, and the 
movement which the Georgia Teach- 
ers’ Association has undertaken needs 
only to de carefully explained to se- 
cure the heartiest cooperation of the 
public at large.* Under existing con- 
diticns the ~ural schools of Georgia 
are simply starving for the lack of 
adequate library facilities. In many 
of the homes of the state there is an 
utter dearth of books and unless some 
provision is made for supplying the 
rural’scnools with adequate library 
facilities an important factor in the 
education of the children of the state 
will be lacking. If thore of us who 
have never known what it is to be 
without good books on the shelves of 
our libraries could go into the homes 
of some of the humble people of the 
state and see how meagerly they are 
supplied with good literature, we would 
be simply appalled at the revelation 
and no sacrifice which we could make 
for the purpose of improving matters 
would be begrudged on our part. wich 
the excey:.on of the family Bible, a 
copy of “Pilgrim’s Progress” or a vol- 
ume of Talmage’s sermons we venture 
to say that the average home in many

George Foster Peabody has donated 
$500 to this proposed fund and re- 
cently the county school commission- 
ers convened im Augusta enthusias- 
tically pledged-$2,800 in futherance of 
the movement. At least $25,000 
should be raised by the people of Geor- 
gia for the purpose of insuring the 
success of this worthy enterprise in 
the interest of the rural schools of the 
State. 

Towns and cities can take care of 
themselves, but the rural districts 
need the help of those on the outside 
and we are quite sure that the people 
of Georgia will cheerfully respond to 
the appeal which is made on behalf 
of this large and important element 
of the schools population. Contribu- 
tions to the fund may be sent to Pro- 
fessor J..S. Stewart, of Dahlonega, 
Ga., who will also take pleasure in 
supplying prospective contributors 
with any desired information upon 
the subject.

Georgia’s Courageous Governor. 
(From The Chattanooga News.) 

The News has upon several occasions com- 
mended the integrity and courage displayed 
by Georgia's governor, Hon. Allen D. Candler, 
but we wish to go on record as unqualifiediy 
indorsing his action in calling out the militia 
to quell the recent riot in Atlanta. Probably 
every person who read the story of the suc- 
cession of crimes committed by the negro des- 
perado wou'd not have been surprised had the 
lower element of the whites of Atlanta taken 
revenge by a wholesale slaughter of negrocs 
the night after the killing of the officers of 
the law. The courageous action of Governor 
Candler, however, gave this element to un- 
derstand that they would encounter troubie 
if they undertook any riotous programme. 
Governor Candler ordeged all the troops in 
the city under arma and then gave out a stat2- 
ment through the newspapers. In this state- 
ment he calmiy reviewed the trouble and 
closed as follows: 


‘‘The whole trouble grew out of the attack 
upon and severely wounding of the county 
peliceman by the negro yesterday afternoon, 
and the result is four white men and three 
hegtfoes killed and two white men and one 
negro wounded. Three negroes are 4n jail and 
I have ordered all the troops in the city un- 
ager arms and have a heavy force on duty ut 
Pittsburg, the scene of the trouble and a 
dense negro settlement, to prevent further 
troub.e. 

“All harmless negroes and their homes will 
be protected at whatever cost, and all riotous 
ecenduct on the part of anybody, white or 
black, will be met with whatever force may 
be necessary to preserve order. I have the ut- 
most coniidcnce in the bravery of the troops 
and the discretion of their officers. They 
will never fire on the mob yntiJ they are forced 
to do sv, hut when they must, they will 
shoot—and shoot to kill But I hope and 
believe no such necessity will arise.’’ 


Your mob is not going to be fast running 
up against a proposition of this sort. Every 
man in Atlanta knew that Governor Cand- 
ler was terribly in earnest, and that cold 
lead would be employed to quell an outbreak 
of the character in mind. One courageous 
Official, backed by the military arm of the 
State, can put to rout any mob that was‘ever 
organized. In Allen D. Candler Georgia has 
an honest and courageous governor. He will 
go down in the history of his state as a gov- 
ernor who was mt afraid to discharge his 
What more splendid monument can a 
man erect to his memory ?

Columbus Ledger: The clash between the 
races in a suburb of Atlanta wae very unfor- 
tunate, and will form the basis of a great 
deal of unjust criticism of the south by the 
northern press. Still, similar things have been 
occurring in the northern states of late, and 
fair-minded critics should bear then in mind 
in commenting upon the Atlanta affair. Con- 
sidering the proportion of t*- blacks to the 
total population, there ie lees of race trouble 
in the south than in the north, for the reason 
that the southern people understand the ne- 
groes better than the northern men, and can 
get on with them better and with less friction 
of a serious neture. The black man is fast 
realizing that this is true, and the wise men 
of the race are advising against crime ani 
deeds of violence. 

Columbus Ledger: The Atlanta tragedy has 
created a great dea! of interest and discyssion 
in this city. The papers have been eagerly 
devoured and more than one theory has been 
advanced as to the best m@hod of getting at 
criminals when they ofenly defy the jaw. Sim- 
flar cases have occurred in various parts of 
the country. In some instances dynamite has 
been used, and in others the torch has been 
applied, as was done in Atlanta. Occasionally 
officers have tried the starving out process. 
When this ie done the criminals sometimes ee- 
cape and the officers are taunted with being 
cowards. No man is a coward who has due 
regard for his life and foolhardiness !s not al- 
ways bravery. . 

Savennah Morning News: The rict in At- 
lanta on Saturday morning, with a casualty 
list of fourteen—eight dead and eix wounded— 
was a most regrettable occurrence. Still, the 
incident should be regarded as reflecting upon 
the good name of the city. It was one of 
those outbursts likely to occur anywhere under 
similar conditions. Once the rict had been 
started there was no stopping it until the riot- 
ing material had been exhausted by arrests 
or otherwise, and when the rioters began shoot- 
ing there was nothing left for the officers to 
do but shoot, too, and shoot straight.

ITS BIRMINGHAM LINE

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HE purchase of the East and West 
| railroad of Alabama, which extends 
from Cartersville, Ga., to Pell City, 
Ala., by Bladenburg, Thalman & Co., the 
New York banking house, whose friendly 
relations with the Seaboard Air Line are 
well known, the incorporation of an Ala- 
ama company to build the Atlanta and 
Birmingham Air Line and the application 
of the Seaboard Air Line to the city 
council of Birmingham for franchise 
rights to build into that city, together

Surveys have already been made be- 
tween Atlanta and Rockmart and between 
Atlanta and Cedartown, and the ques- 
tion as to which of the routes will be 
used is the only one to be settled by the 
Seaboard authorities béfore the actua! 
work of building the connecting lines 
is begun. ; 
Barr Is in Birmingham. 

Vice President J. M. Barr, of the Sea- 
board Air Line, is now in Birmingham, 
where he is making all arrangements for 
inaugurating work on the 35-mile link 
which will connect Pell City, the western 
terminus of the East and West, with Bir- 
mingham. This line will parallel the 
Gouthern. The line from Atlanta to Rock- 
mart will, it is estimated, be 61 miles in 
length, while, if it is built to Cedartown, 
it is thought that it will be about 60 miles 
long.

At Bir- 
mingham the Seaboard will get connéc- 
tion with the 'Frisco system, with which 
it is said to be very friendly. This would 
be of great benefit to both lines. It would 
give the Seaboard a strong western con- 
nection and would give the ’Frisco an 
outlet for their eastbound business. 

The Seaboard has long desired an entry 
This it will get by 
going into Birmingham, while Atlanta 
will no doubt secure better coal rates on 
account of the competing lines. The line 
of the Seaboard, if built by Rockmart, 
will be only 14 miles longer than: the 
Southern’s line, while by Cedartown it 
will be only 9 miles longer. 

It is understood that work on the Bir- 
mingham end of the line will begin at 
once and that after this is completed 
the Seaboard will operate trains between 
Atlanta and Birmingham via Cartersville, 
using the tracks of the Western ang At- 
lantic from Atlanta to Cartersville.

As the result of an attempt to escape 
from the convict camp at Durham, in 
Walker county, several days ago, Julius 
Wyly, of Atlanta, well known about 
town, is dead. 

Wyly’s attempt to get away from con- 
finement was made nearly a week ago. 
He was serving a term of five years at 
the coal mines at Durham for the rob- 
bery of an old man, a confederate vet- 
eran, on Decetur street. He was con- 
victed in Judge Candler’s court a short 
time ago and has since been serving his 
sentence at fhe Durham camp. 

Five or six days ago Wyly thought he 
saw his chance to get away and made a 
break for liberty. The guard was too 
quick for him, however, and fired, the 
shot taking effect in his leg. This stop- 
ped him and his recapture was easily ac- 
complished. 

For several days it was not thought 
his injury would prove serious, but the 
first of the week gangrene, or a form of 
blood poison, set in and he died in the 
camp hospital at Durham on Tuesday. 

According to the report that comes to 
the office of the prison commission, no 
effort was made to kill Wyly in firing 
upon him, the guard intentionally shoot- 
ing him in the leg in order to stop him. 
Everything possible was done to heal the 
wound, but blood poison, once started, it 
was impossible to stop it and he suc- 
cumbed to its effects. 

Several days before Wyly attempted 
to escape his wife, it is said, went up to 
Durham to see her husband. She was 
at the office of the prison commission 
about ten days ago inquiring as to how 
she could get there, and is supposed to 
have gone about that time. 

Jule Wyly was a well-known character 
in Atlanta, and before. his conviction of 
robbery boarded on Ivy street. The body 
has been brought here for interment. 

The offense for which Wyly was serv- 
ing a term was committed several weeks 
ago. He was charged with robbing the 
veteran of a gold watdh valued at $65. 
The watch being valued at more than $50, 
made the offense a felony. 

Wyly is said to have placed himself 
in the company of the veteran, who, it 
is stated, was drunk, and then cut the 
‘watch from the chain. He was arrested 
shortly afterwards and was tried before 
Judge John 8S. Candler in the criminal 
superior court. Wyly profested his inno- 
cence, but the jury réfurned a verdict of 
guilty and he was sentenced to serve five 
years in the penitentiary.

PASSES THROUGH ON 
WAY TO TUSKEGEE 


Evidences of Prosperity Are Every- 
where To Be Seen Throughout 
This Section, Remarks Dis- 
tinguished Visitor. 


Secretary of the Treasury Shaw passed 
through Atlanta yesterday afternoon at 
3:55 o'clock on his way to Montgomery, 
Ala., where he wil] join the congressional 
committee which passed through this gity 
the first of the week. 

In speaking of the south, Secretary 
Shaw stated that he had never before en- 
joyed a railroad journey more than Be 
did that from Washington to Atlanta. 

“Everywhere,” said the secretary to a 
Constitution reporter yesterday after- 
noon, ‘‘the evidence of business prosperity 
has been so apparent that one could 


scarce fail to observe it. 


“It is some several years since I last 
traveled through the south, and the 
cilange is such that I can scarcely real- 
ize the advance that has been made in 
this section. Where a few years o the 
general aspect of affairs aepended larae- 
ly upon the north, today the souch is 
entirely independent, from a business 
standpoint, and is daily demonstrating 
the fact that it holds every element of 
prosperity. + 

“In passing through the country orf a 
fast train one is scarcely given §1 op- 
portunity to digest conditions, but at the 
same time if one observes general condi- 
tions he can easily realize the prospects 
of a state. I have every reason to be- 
lieve that Georgia has a bright future 
before it agriculturally. Of course, po- 
litically I can say nothing.”’ 

Secretary Shaw spent the few minutes 
alloted him in sitting in his car and 
looking out upon the city. His comments 
were to the effect that the city was far 
ahead of the depot and that he supposed 
it a matter of but a short time when 
the present condition of affairs would be 
altered.

It was stated that one of the 
electric dynamos at the pumping station 
should either be repaired or exchanged 
for a new one. [t was estimated that a 
new machine would cost about $2,400.

Interesting Matters Cencerning City 
Schools Discussed by Board. 


COMMITTEES ARE APPOINTED 


Board. of Lady Visitors Wants Men 
as Teachers in Higher Grades of 
Grammar Schools—Sugges- 
tions of Interesting 
Nature. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
board of education was held at the Boys’ 
High school building yesterday afternoon. 
Those present were Messrs, Rosser, Doug- 
las, Pappenheimer, Turner, Burns and 
Stephens, Mesdames Wey, Gude, Kuhrt, 


of visitors, were also present. 

Much routine business was given atten- 
tion after the reading of the superintend- 
ent’s report. 

The report of the committee on ath- 
letics, which was submitted by Chairman 
Pappenheimer, was adopted. It provides 
for the expenditure of $300 for the pur- 
chase of outdoor gymnasium outfits for 
the six schools which stood highest in 
the grammar schools’ fleld day. Davis 
and Williams street schools are excluded, 
Since they are already provided for. it 
was also decided to appropriate $49 for the 
purchase of 700 exercising wands for the 
use of the eighth grades of the different 
schools. Both these appropriations will 
be paid from the funds realized from the 
field day. This year a net profit of $307.40 
was realized, while $121.0 was on hand 


from iast year. From the Boys’ High 
scnool field day $32.70 whs realized. . 

The report of the board of lady visitors, 
which was submitted by Mrs. H. B. Wey, 
was adopted. This report showed a care- 
ful examination into the needs of the 
schoals on the part of the lady visitors. 
Among their recommendations was the re- 
quest that more men be employed as 
teachers in the higher grades of the gram- 
mar schools. The ladies state that they 
believe fhis would cause a large attend- 
ance in those grades. 

They also state that they have found 
many of the buildings in a deplorable 
condition and that as a result the teach- 
ers and pupils are losing heart and the 
usefulness of the schools being greatly 
impaired. Ivy, Walker, West End and 
Marietta are named as especially notable 
in this particular. 

Recommendations Adopted. 

The board adopted the recomméndation 
of the board of medical visitors that 
the ‘‘Allport’’ system of examining the 
eyes and ears of pupils be adopted, 
though for the present the system is to 
be used only in its primary form, and 
also that the contagious form of catarrhal 
ophthalmia be added to the list of con- 
tagious diseases now excluded. The rec- 
ommendation of the medical board for a 
general inspection of the sewerage, watcr 
supply, blackboards and the seating 4r- 
rangements of the different buNdings was 
also adopted by the board. 

In accordance with the report of. the 
committee on athletics the secretary of 
the board was instructed to write letters 
of thanks to the fair association for the 
use of their grounds for the field day 
and to the members of the Atlanta Ath- 
letic Club who acted as judges. 

A committee composed of President 
Smith and Messrs. Burns and Pappen- 
heimer was appointed; on motion of Oscar 
Pappenheimer, to make plans for manual 
training for the next year. The commit- 
tee will confer with Manual Training Di- 
rector Utterback and report to the board. 

A committee composed of Messrs. 
Smith and Turner, eeven members of 
the board of medical visitors and three 
members of the board of lady visitors 
was appointed to appear before council 
and endeavor to secure appropriations 
sufficient to provide for the needs of the 
schools. 

On the recommendation of the commit- 
tee on teachers and schools the board 
authorized the superintendent to give test 
examinations in the schools from Octo- 
ber 1 to April 1 of each scholastic year. 

A change was made in rule 80 so that 
hereafter where a member of a grad- 
wuating class fails in an examinetion he 
will be given another trial provided that 
he apply for the examination in time 
to stand it and be graduated with his

Grant was arrested in a restaurant on 
Decatur street Tuesday about noon. 

Attorney Hill made a few remarks for 
the city and was followed wy Attorney 
Avary for the defendant. He argued that 
Graft should not be fined, as his con- 
vigtion would be a blow at free sgeech. 

In imposing the fine Judge Broy!es 
said: 

“I agree with the contention in 
case that the defendant had the right to 
criticise the action of any official. be he 
the chief of police, chief of the fire de- 
partment or recorder. I have always up- 
held the right of free speech. But the 
evidence tn this case shows that this 
man not only criticized the officials, but 
also used violent and profane language. 
I do not enter a fine for the criticism of 
officers, but for the profane language.”’
